Many of the wounded 
wire-taken.to hospitals. 


"It" is stated that eishteen 
Jews 


were killed; cloven died later of their' 
wounds; 150 were .seriously, injured 


and more, than a thousand less se- 
verely hurt.

health and strength the city-bred youth is far better fitted to go.out 
Into.the .world and make a.name for himself than the boy from the. 
farm. Temperamentally he is better fitted for the struggle. His en- 
vironment has made him BO. Ho'has seen things change constant- 
ly and rapidly. He has lived where big things have been constantly 
going on. Dhe country boy, on the other hand, has been brought:up 
close to nature. The things he has seen have remained unchanged 
or changed slowly. He is at a disadvantage. 


-This naturally leads to the question: Is not the xouth who at- 


tends a college or university In a large city better fitted to go out into 
the world than the'youth who attends a similar institution in a 
small town? On the whole, I think he k. Of course, it depends up- 
on the Individual, but there is no doubt that the advantages a college 
student has tn New York, for instance, are far greater than those to 
be had in any small.community where the college is the principal 
thing.
